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Exeter (from the Canal). Is an ancient and picturesque 
city on the hanks of the River Exe. It dates its history back 
to the Roman period, but Athelstan is generally regarded as 
the founder of the present city, 927 A.D. The chief glory of 
Exeter is its magnificent Cathedral, built m2 A.D. 
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
